Many inquiries have come from Springfield, 
II., as to the fate of John H. Freeman of Go. 
No. 1. There is no longer any doubt as to his 
fate. He was one of the first to reach the top 
of the burning shaft and was consequently 
one of the earliest victims of the fire. His 
charred body has been recovered and in 
some way identified by the comrades of the 
dead man, though of course the features and 
form are now unrecognizable. Freeman only 


| entered the World's Fair Fire Department a 


few weeks ago and was a comparative 
stranger here. He was for many years Chief 
Fire Marshal of Springfield, HI., but recently 
lost his position through a change of adminis- 


tration. 


DEAD AND WOUNDED FIREMEN. 

it has been definitely ascertained that but 
eleven firemen lost their lives. All the other 
have turned up either safe or injured, and 
the complete list of the dead firemen is as 
follows:

THE DEATH LIST MAY GROW. 


The discovery gives color to the awful ap- 
prehension that the firemen were by no 
means the only ones who fell victims to the 
flames, and the public at ofice became dis- 
posed to doubt the declarations yesterday 
made by the super vising fremen that all em. 
ployes and visitors were out of the building 
before the conflagration had reached a 
dafigerous stage. 

The total of dead bodies recovered at 8 a. 
m. reached fifteen, though the search in the

SCENES AT TH . 

At the Emergency Hospital there were 
heartrending scenes morning. Wives, 
those who had gone 

down in the sea of flames came in to inquire 
it there was not some mistake, it any of the 
missing had been heard from alive, and some 
who had evidently lost all hope even asked if 
the charred bodies had been identified so 
that they could go away and grieve with the 
poor consolation that the devouring flames 


had not done their worst. One of the 
most pitiful cases was that of 
John A. Smith, driver of Engine 


Company No. 2, stationed at the Service 
building. His mogher and sister came with 
tears of grief to learn it he was among the 
dead as publisheg this morning. His com- 
rades, the guards and the hospital doctors 
knew that the body of Smith was beyond 
identification even, but they had not the 
teart to tell the women the worst. He was 
missing, that was all. 

Harvey D. WIlltams, a pipeman from En- 
gine Co, No. 2, told the sickening story of 
poor Smith’s fate. Willlams was the 
last man to leave the roof alive, and the fall- 
ing tower of faming wood alone forced him 
from his work of pulling the fallen and 
burned men from the holes which they had 
made in the light wood, tarand gravel roof 
on striking. Williams recognized the body of 
Smith when it dropped in front of him and 
he rushed to extricate it from the 
four-foot hole made in the roof. 
He took hold of both arms and pulled him 
out toward the edge of the roof and as he did 
so the flesh peeled off botharms, the brave 
fireman’s head fell back and his eyes were 
fixed, Williams thinks his comrade was 
dead then, but they dragged the body 
through fire and falling embers to the edge 
of the root only to discover that the rope had 
been burned away from the extension ladder 


and, with a last look at the burned 
fedtures, Williams released his hold, 
giving back to the flames their prey 


and rushed for the ladder just in time to 
escape going down into a faming pit with the 
others who lay dead and half cremated under 
the fallen tower. Williams could only say 
this morning that he pulled out halfa dozen 
men from the holes they made between the 
flimsy root and the joists, but could not tell 
in those few awful moments with flames in 
front of him where the bodies were dropping, 
who these victims were, None ot those he 
pulled from under the root where they were 
imbedded as far as the shoulders in a vise- 
like trap, escaped alive. 
IT WAS A DEATH TRAP. 

A description of the cold storage bailding 
is necessary toa comprehension of the hor- 
ror of yesterday afternoon. It was a fire 
trap in its construction and only needed the 
presence of human life when the flames 
started to convert it into a death trap. The 


structure was 250 feet long by 150 feet wide, 

and was constructed entirely of wood cov- 
ered over with staff. The main body of the 
bullding was five stories high. In the center 
of this rose the smokestack in the shape of a 
cupola, to the top of which was almost 200 


feet. The base of this cupola was about 30 
feet square. —— 80 feet from the base was 
a dalcon uare tower 


ny, hich another squa 
rose culminating ! in the mouth of the smoke- 
stack, where the fire was discovered. The 
interior of this tower and around the smoke- 
stack were the wooden beams and the frame- 
work on which the staff covering was laid. 

The roof over the main part of the building 
rase ninety feet fromthe ground, and was 
used by visitors as a promenade, 

It was at the top of the cupola, or chimney, 
where the fire firstappeared. It is supposed 
that the framework around the mouth of the 
huge chimney caughtfrom adefect in the 
flue. Atfirst it appeared to bean insignifi- 
cant affair, Dut, knowing the inflammable 
nature of the structure, Fire Marshal Mur- 
phy, who ‘had charge of the Fire Department 

ofthe grounds, sent in a call for all the com- 
paniesto turnout. With about forty of his 
men he climbed the stationary ladders inside 
the tower tothe baicony and from there 
ropes were lowered to haulup the hose. 
Only one hose, that of a chemical engine, 
had been hauled up whena gust of wind 
caused the flames to break out in an alarm- 
ing manner about ten feet fromthe top of the 
cupola. 

OVER A ROARING FURNACE. 

Meantime the fire had eaten its way down 
through the network of the timbers inside 
the structure, and, unconscious of. their 
danger, the firemen were standing, as it 
were, on the shell of the burning volcano. 
No one of the 10,000 of interested spectators 
who had gathered from all parts of the 


grounds had any intimation of the perilous 
position in which the 2 he 4 or fifty firemen 
were then stanaing. The fire had been burn- 
ing scarcely twenty minutes and the fire- 
men were pulling and hauling at the ropes 
when suddenly the fames burst out around 
— base of the cupola in a perfect hell of 
ury 

At this time the situation was this: Here 
were forty men on the balconies or galleries 
which ran around the cupola, fully 150 feet 
from the groundand high above the roof, 
with sheets of fames bursting out beneath 
them, entirely cut off from rescue, and the 
fire rapidly eating away the tall structure to 
which they clung. 


ALL HOPE GONE. 

All the ropes save one on the north side of 
the tower were burned away in an instant. 
The hose from the chemical engine with- 
stood the heat, however, and springing for- 
ward John Davis caught hold of it and slid 
down to the main roof of the warehouse, 
where he faintedaway. Hisfaceand hands 
were terribly burned by the flames which 
enveloped his body as he came down. He 
was taken to the hospital, where he was 
cared for,and the physicians say he will 
recover. 

Two of his fellow-flremen attempted to fol- 
low him, but before they were half way down 
the hose gave way and they dropped into the 
seething mass of fire and were lost. 

As the hose parted and the men sank out of 
sight in the fire the multitude below gave 
utterance toa groan of sickening horror. 

Another of the imprisoned men started 
down the rope on the north side of the tower 
and had almost reached the roof, when it 
gave way and he eon striking on ‘his head, 
and was instantly kilied. 

DOWN TO DEATH. 

At this time there still remained clinging 
to the gallery and sides of the cupola at least 
twenty-five men, according to the opinions 
ofthe awe-stricken people who witnessed 
the terrible situation.

ITS AUTHOR CLAIMS HIS MEASURE Is

The war between the East Side tracks and 
the race tracks on this side has started in 
afresh. The seat of war, however, has been 
transferred from the Legislature to the Mu-

The first gun was fired last night when 
Mr. O’Brien took the breath away from 
about one-half ofthe members of the House 
by the introduction of the following radical 
measure, 

* TO STOP CONTINUOUS RACING, 


An ordinance te reguiate and limit horse racing 
upon and over race tracks located within the city 
limits of the city of St. Louis, State of Missouri. 

Sec. 1. Ne horse racing sball be conducted or 
earried on by any person, firm or corporation upon 
or over any race track located within the elty of St. 
Louis and State of Missouri for a longer term or 
period of time — . any one year than twenty 
days or twenty — — 

ec. 2. Any pers on, firm or corporation failing to 
comply with the provisions of this ordinance, or 
violating the provisions thereof, shall be deeined 
lity of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall 
fined not less than $100 nor more than $500. 
Each violaiion of this ordinance shall be deemed a 
separate and distinct offense. as hereinafter pro- 
U 


As soon as the bill was read somebody re- 
marked there was a great deal of cold com- 
fort in that bil, and somebody else said the 
horseshoing business must be getting along 
poorly. Further than this no allusion to 
the motives*which caused Mr, O’Brien to 
take this step were made. 

The bill on its face if passed will close both 
South Side and the Fair Grounds race tracks 
except for twenty days each year. The clos- 
ing of South Side and the Fair Grounds tracks 
gives East Side the monopoly of the horse 
racing business around 8t. Louis and putsa 

very peculiar light around the whole affair. 

Mr. O’Brien, when seen this morning, was 
asked what was the object ofthe bill. Just 
what it says,’’ said the Fourteenth Wara 
member, as he laid down his paper and 
looked at the reporter. Tou are the fourth 
man this morning who has asked me that 
question. The ill is plain in its provisions, 
there can be no misunderstanding about it. 

Tes, but why was it introduced? Is it a 
shake-down?’’ . 

No, sir, it is not.“ said Mr. O’Brien 
vehemently. ‘*That bill was introduced for 
the purpose of Closing up race tracks. 
Everybody knows that race tracks are sup- 
posed to be run for the purpose of fostering 
breeding and everybody knows they are not. 
They are run forthe almighty dollar. Their 
affect is the worst possible one. It teaches 
gambling. What is the sense of closing a 
faro or keno room and allowing a race track 
torun? Hundreds of young men annually 
become defaulters through the facina- 
tion for gamdling on races. The in- 
fatuation is one that is easily acquired 
and hard to break away from. A man or boy 
goes toa race track and the excitement car- 
ries him away. He may not intend to bet, 


but he does and finally is a wreck, I 
can show you dezens of form. 
er business men practically wreexks 


from this game of chance—because it is 
nothing more. Races are not run on the 
square, There ard too many opportunities 
for crooked work. was asked to introduce 
the bill by friends whe desire to see the evil 
wiped out. I propose to see it through. There 
is no motive back of the bill except the one 
from a moral standpoint.’

He 
represented that in a hand-to-hand conflict 
he had been struck by a clubbed musket on 
the shoulder. Asa result his left arm was 
withered. This person was a prominent man 
in his neighborhood. A special examiner 
wont to his home and took his deposition. 
There was no suspicion that anything was 
wrong. However, on being asked for the 
name of comrades who had witnessed the in- 
fiction of the injury he could not give one. 
though he had filed affidavits on the subject 
from the persons. It was discevered that 
these individuals had done nothing more 
than swear to his identity. aubsequently his 
attorney or somebody had filled in the por- 
tion left blank in each affidavit paper with 
statements respecting the fight and the 
wound received, The whole story wasa pure 
invention. In trutn, the applicant had got 
his hurt by falling oft the roof ofa two-story 
house which was in process of building. 


NO CONTRACT LET. 


Garbage Removal Bids Not Yet Passed 
Upon—Hardy’s Strange Offer. 


The Board of Health tackled the garbage 
bids yesterday afternoon, got frightened and 
ran behind closed doors, that sweet refuge 
for all weak bodies, and after an hour’s idle 
Geliberation announced that nothing had 
been done. d They were afraid that 
Col. Ed Butler was putting up a job on them, 
and they wanted to feel the public pulse be- 
fore taking final action on his bid, which 
was the lowest of the three handedin, But- 
ler’s bid was for the entire six districts, as 
follows: First year, $75,090; second, $80,000; 
third, $85,000; fourth, $90,000, and fifth, 
$95,000, making a total of $425,000 for 
the five years. Jim Hardy, ex-slop con- 
tractor and brother-in-law of Col. Butler, put 
in a bid which the board was inclined to eye 
suspiciously. It was $80,000 for the first year; 
$85,000 for the second; $90,000, third; $95,000, 
fourth, and $100,000 for the fifth, or $450,000 in 
‘all for the five years. 

The Mueller Transfer Co. was the third and 
highest bidder, the figures being: First 
year, $93,600; second year, $96,100; third year, 
$108,600; fourth year. $106,100, and fifth year, 
3118.00. 

This shows that Mr. Mueller hai no idea 
what the other had been going to bid, and 
consequently he is not in it. 

All the dids were regular in form and were 
accompanied by a $3,000 certified check of the 
City Treasurer, so that the only question for 
the board to determine was as to their rea- 


sonablieness. 

What the result of the deliberations 
behind the closed doors was could 
not be ascertained, as all the 
board appeared 
to have been pledged to secrecy and would 
give out absolutely nothing nothing for pub- 

cation. One point which forcipnly struck 
those who were present at the bidding was 
that no one bid on a single district. All were 
in one lump for the entire six, and the ques- 
tion was raised what was the object of having 
six districts when they were virtually 
to be disregarded in letting the contracts. 
The ele went of competition intended by the 
framers of the new bill in dividing the city 
into six different districts was thus entirely 
eliminated.

LITTLE PROBABILITY OF ANY CHANGE 
IN THE NEAR FUTURE.

A Personal Conference Ee:ween Chief 
Harrington and Secretary Norton 
Relations Between Them Again Re- 
laxed—Morton’s High Compliment t 

the Prcfessor—General News From the 
National Capital. 


Wasuinerox, D. C., July 11.—The atmos- 
phere about the Weather Bureau has cleared 
since the recent investigation and affairs 
there are running smoothly, with but little 
probability of any changes being made 
in the near future. Yesterday Chief Harring- 
ton hada personal conference with Secre- 
tary Morton, and therelations between the 
Secretary and chief weather officer which, as 
an outgrowth of the investigation, had be- 
come somewhat straineu,are again relaxing. 
In discussing the affairs of this bureau to-day 
Secretary Morton denied any intention of 
asking for Mr. Harrington’s resignation. The 
office was a presidential one, but the Secre- 
tary delle ved there had been no change con- 
templated. He paid a high compliment to 
Mr. Harrington’s ability, and satd it would 
be exceedingly difficult, were it deemed ad- 
visable, to find a competent man to take his 
place. The position of chief of the Weather 
Bureau the Secretary looks upon as one en- 
tirely without the pale of politics, and, so 
far as known, Prof. Harrington would re- 
main, 

The bureau is one in which Secretary 
Morton has taken a lively interest and he 
said to-day that it was his wish to make it 
popular, remove it from the rather high 
scientific plane to which it had gradually 
ascended and bring it down to a level where 
it would abound in practical work. In 
short, he will insistupon useful forecasting 
so that the farmer, the miner, the shipper 
and the commercial man can derive from it 
the greatest possible good. 

What the people most want, said Secretary 
Morton, is the kgowledge beforehand of 
what is going to happen, so they can prepare 
for it, ratherthana scientific diagnosis in 
the line of cause and effect after it is all 
over. 

In addition to cutting off a number of what 
he calls useless scientists, Secretary Mor- 
ton proposes to save money in the matter of 
telegraph toils. He has suggested to the 
President and the Attorney-General the ad- 
visability of the Department of Justice mak- 
ing a contract with the telegraph companies 
for a certain rate for the Government cover: 
ing the work of all departments. 


DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., July 11.—In his forth- 
coming report, Secretary Morton will make 
two recommendations, contemplating 
changes in the method of doing some work 
ofthe Department of Agriculture. There 
is a considerable sum of money expended 
annually by this department in doing work 
thatis but a duplication of that done else- 
where, and that, too, largely at the Govern- 
ment expense, said Secretary Morton. 
“This business of distributing garden 


seedsis a good filiustration. The practice 
was begun before the day ofthe State Ag- 
ricultural experimentjstations andfis still eon - 
tinued as ifthe stations did not exist. The 
object of these stations is apparent from 
their name, and in order to foster them the 
general Government has contributed to each 
institution annually the sum of $15,000, the 
appropriation last year aggregating $750, 000. 
Under the present system garden seeds are 
distributed indiscriminately without regard 
to locality or any knowledge as to 
whether they, are adapted to the 
country to which they go or even 
whether the people who receive them have 
any use for or want them. It is the object 
of these experiment stations to test the uses 
of the soil, and If there is any public demand 
for seed that they produce, they will supply 
them. True, this would prevent Con gress- 
— from flooding their districts with pack- 
a , but it would be a long step in the 
a rection ofeconomy and at the same time 
subserve all public needs. Inthe same way 
many of these State stations are conducting 
experiments thatare simply duplications of 
the work now — done by is depart- 
ment. These experiments naturally are for 
the benefit of a certain section of the country 
andthe stations in these States, aided by 
Congress, pay particular attention to those 
very experiments. In this way the expense 
is double. A notable instance of this kina is 
the experiment work now being conducted 
in the line of manufacturing sugar from sor- 
ghum. It is a waste of money to pursue this 
sort ofa policy,and inasmuch as Congress 
now contributes so liberally Isee no 
reason why the labor inthe same direction 
done by the officers of this bureau should not 
be stopped and the salary list reduced. The 
same can be said in regard to irrigation and 
other matters,and my recommendations will 
be in fuvor of a cessation of this unnecessary 
and wasteful expenditure of public money.

WaAsHrxcTo|D. O., July 11,—Political fore- 
casters are now amusing themselves by pro- 
paring and giving to the public what they 
are pleased to ll polls of Congress in regard 
to the repeal off the Sherman law. The most 
interesting of these, of course, relates to the 
Senate, that biing the body in which the 
contest will rag¢hottest and longest. When 
the forecaster Sappens to believe that the 
Sherman law ge a to be repeaied he finds no 
difficulty in showing by his poll a majority in 
that body rangim from five to ten in favor of 
repeal. When h is opposed to repeal he 
finds as little yon in producing a 


similar majori on the other side. 
The fact is that pills of the Senate just at this 
time are like stw votes’’ taken ona rall- 
road train duringthe presidential canvass— 
unworthy of consderation unless they show 
the doubtful colamn. Political forecasters, 
however, are seldom afnlicted with doubts. 
The truth is that no man has now any 
knowledge of whataction he will finally take 
on the repeal of th» measure. Free coinage 
bills have passed tle Senate, and the men yet 
in that body who vcted for free coinage, to- 
gether with new acessions who are known 
to be for free cdnage, are still in the 
majority. It is true that some of 
the Senators, like Voorhees and Vest, 
who have heretofore voted for free coinage, 
have so far changel their views as to an- 
nounce their intenton of votiag for repeal. 
But no one knows whether or not changes of 
this kind have been sufficiently numerous to 
create a majority ig favor of repeal. The 
doubtful Senatars are almost without excep- 
tion from the Southem States, where the free 
coinage sentiment has been, if it is not yet, 
strong and widesprtad. It is from among 
these that the President must secure the re- 
cruits necessary to give him the victory in 
the fight for repeal. Even with a 
majority in the Sengte favoring repeal the 
fight over that proposition will be long 


and desperate. Senator Teller and other 
nam ene of silver have given fay warning 
that they are coming here prepated to con- 
test every inch of ground and make the most 
of every advantage the liberal rules of the 
Senate will give them. Their batle-cry is 
no repeal without substitute. substi- 
tute they mean free coinage or, at least, 
the Biand-Allison act.

MISSOURI CROPS. 


The Week Has Been a Severe One on 
Staple Products. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., July 11.—The week just 
ended has been severe on the staple prod: 
acts of Missouri. The conditions have been 
as varied as can well be imagined, ranging 
from the finest possible weather in some sec- 
tions to excessive rains, hailstorms and high 
winds in other sections. The temperature 
averaged from one to three degrees above 
the normal, and the sunshine has been fully 
upto the average. The precipitation has 


been confined to local showers, but has 
caused considerable loss of grain and much 
delay inthe h est fields. The rainstorm 
ofthe 4th was severe only in the west cen. 
tral counties, scattered areas on which re. 
port as high as 5 inches of rain. As the result 
of that shower alone the three northern 
tiers of counties report a beneficial 
fall, as does the east central area, but the 
southern counties generally report that a 
good soaking rain is much needed. The 
damage by storm in the counties westward 
from Boone, and lying between St. Clair ana 
Davies, will be enormous, and crops that 
previously promised excellent are now re- 
ported as probably nearly a failure. In the 
southern counties wheat is practically all 
cut, and some little threshing and much 
Stacking is going on. Oats are about 
ready to cut, and are the 
best for years. Hay is being put up rapidly 
and the erop is excellent. Moving north- 
ward the conditions are about the same, 
making due allowance, ot course, for the 
slight difference the length of the State 
makes in the season and condition of crops; 
corn except the particularly late plant is 
laid dy in fine condition. Corn, oats and 
Irish potatoes promise to be the banner 
crops Of the State this year.

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A BARBARIC RELIC, 

In his protest against what he calls the 
‘*senseless barbarism’’ of our quarantine 
methods, Health Commissioner Homan 
directs attention toa great and inhuman 
wrong. The horrors of quarantine are 
traditional. We have been accustomed to 
treat those who have fallen a prey to con- 
tagious diseases more as malefactors 
than unfortunates. Under **the 
assumed or fancied plea that 
it was necessary for public 
protection’’ the rights,interests and lives 
of the unfortunate sick have been 80 
wholly disregarded that the words“ Lea ve 
hope behind, ye who enter here,’’ had just 
as well be written over the door of the 
quarantine office. 

If it were necessary to inflict the 
hardship and danger of a long, rough 
journey and the killing environ- 
ment of quarantine upon the sick it 
might be justiflable on the ground 
that the interests of the few must 
be sacrificed to those of all, but as Dr. 
Homan points out, the. suffering is need- 
less. The barbaric methods we employ 
are relics of ignorance prompted to se- 
vere measures by unreasonable fear. 
Science has demonstrated that the well 
may be thoroughly protected without 
detriment to the sick, and the old methods 
remain simply because of heedless inertia 
on the part of officials and the public. 

St. Louis is not alone in this inhumanity 
to the unfortunate. The useless hardships 
of the quarantine systems all over the 
country have been severely criticised by 
those at home and abroad, who recognize 
their needlessness. We had striking ex- 
amples of them during the cholera panic 
last year. But St. Louis is our first con- 
cern, and this city should set an example 
of humane intelligence and scientific ad- 
vancement. Attention having been called 
to our errors, there is noexcuse for not 
righting them, and in view of a possibility 
of quarantine activity before this season 18 
over they should be righted at once,

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A firm of New York brokers informs a 
gaping country that the way to attract 
gold to the United States is to put down 
prices so as to excite the cupidity of for- 
elgners. 

Prices of farm products have been going 
down for the last twenty years and the 
advice is lost upon farmers who are now 
selling their stuff at cost or less. 

But the advice is correct and strictly in 
harmony with the natural laws of trade. 
Gold. goes to that country in which prices 
are lowest and as they rise it goes out. In 
this respect international trade differs in 
no wise from domestic, as every tradesman 
will understand who thinks for a moment 
upon his motives when he advertises bar- 
gains. Buyers part with their money 
readily when they can get goods cheap, 
but hoard it when prices are high. This 
commonplace is a matter of every day ob- 
servation and governs trade of all sorts. 
It is a self-evident fact which is often for- 
gotten, however, when transittions be- 
come complex and labarynthine. 

But prices cannot fall permanently be- 
low cost. As long as the cost of production 
is artificially raised by a tax on the raw 
materials of manufacture the price of the 
finished article must be artificially high 
and gold correspondingly hard to get. 

As soon as the crazy system of taxation 
now in vogue is discarded and low prices 
made possible without involving loss to 
the manufacturer we may expect quicker 
sales. Gold will come and go as it is 
needed or not needed, following the natural 
laws of trade. We cannot expect any per- 
manent relief until we quit trying to regu- 
late exchanges without reference to nature, 
common sense, or society. 
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THE BUTLER CINCH. 

It is significant that despite the osten- 
tatious talk of genuine opposition to 
Butlerin the bidding for the garbage con- 
tract Butler’s bid was safely the lowest 
and yet was enormously higher than the 
contract price for the work in the past. 
The difference between the bids suggests 
that Butler’s opponents had considerately 
made high bids to give acolor of decency 
to his bid. Yet it is so great an advance 
over past cost that it is impossible 
to believe that his bid is within hailing 
distance of reasonable compensation. Ex- 
Contractor Hardy says he made money on 
the work at 25, 000 a year, yet Butler asks 
$85 , 000. 

Either Hardy’s work was absurdly in- 
adequate, or the city needs have increased 
fourfold within a year, or Butler’s bid is 
an outrage. Allthe circumstances point 
to a combine to gouge the city andin the 
interest of the Butler cinch. That cinch 
must be broken. The cost of removing 
the garbage under the temporary arrange- 
ment is asmallsum more per year than 
than under the proposed contract for five 
years. Thecity had better pay that tem- 
porary addition and reach a permanent 
solution by which it will be free from all 
combines than to submit to outrageous 
imposition for a long term of years with no 
prospect of relief and little hope of getting 
satisfactory work. 
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THE barbarous retaliatory proclamation 
of President Harrison is still in force, al- 
though the Democratic administration is 
now four months old. One effect of this 
grotesque act is seen in the falling off of 
imports of coffee from Venezuela, Hayti 
and Colombia from 12,000,000 for the year 
ending June 30, 1892, to 3,280,000 for the 
year ending June, 1893, and our exports 
to those countries show a corresponding 
decrease.
